Tracing the Playhouse Past 


The Cape Playhouse is a magical building. It sooner or later casts its spell over 
the people who work in it. We all fall in love with it, become fiercely protective and 
ardent preservationist. Why such a modest and unpretentious building should inspire 
such passionate devotion is still a mystery to us, but somehow we are all hooked. 
A by-product of my devotion has been to try to piece together the history of this 
peculiar building, and what a frustrating and difficult task it has been. | think when 
it comes down to cold facts, | know much more about the pyramid of Cheops; but 
in Our many summers here, we have discovered much about the actual building — 
clues to help solve the mystery. 

We have all heard that prior to its being moved here and made into a theatre, 
it was Nobscusset Meeting House built in 1795 or 1798 (depending upon which 
Playhouse program you read). In fact, this much of the history seems to be sort of 
an oral tradition at the Playhouse, but | believe it is fairly accurate. There are clues. 
Look up at the roof trusses. You will notice they are mortised and pegged together, 
though not hand hewn the way the ones in the old Barnstable meeting house are. 
The timbers were sawed in a mill, but close examination shows straight saw marks. 
Saw mills working on the principle of a huge saw were fairly common toward the 
end of the 18th century. (You can see one at Old Sturbridge Village). The circular 
Saw, a much more efficient system, came into popularity early in the 19th century, 
SO One can assume the Playhouse probably was built around 1800. 

It stood, | believe, on the Village Green near the present church. It was not a 
Quaker meeting house. It was a Congregational church, probably the second one 
the town had built. Literally hundreds of meetinghouses were being built all over 
New England at this time and they were called meetinghouses — not churches. It 
was still considered “‘papist” to call a building a church. The congregation was the 
church and the church met in the meetinghouse. At any rate, our meetinghouse was 
mysteriously abandoned sometime in the 19th century and moved down Rte. 6A to 
the vicinity of the Ephraim Potter store where it became, according to various 
accounts, a slaughter house. | can guess with some accuracy why it was abandoned. 
The liberal Unitarian movement (remember Ralph Waldo Emerson) split congregations 
all over New England. In most cases the building fell to the Unitarians, and the divided 
and angry Congregationalists left and built their own meetinghouse next to the 
Unitarians if possible. In Dennis they built what is now the Union Church. Eventually 
the Unitarian congregation might die out, leaving the building to become a town hall 
or a school. This situation occurred in many New England towns, and | will assume 
it happened in Dennis.

The old burying ground on the village green consists of an area of quite ancient 
graves, mostly ofhe 18th century, surrounding a rectangle of much more recent ones. 
The little Crowell vault sits in the middle and the earliest stones in this area date 
from the 1840’s. Obviously the meetinghouse was moved just prior to this date, 
perhaps to expand the cemetery. However, the building continued in use as a 
“church” at its new location down the highway for another 40 years at least. 

When was the building abandoned? | think | have a clue. You may have noticed 
the Gothic window in the new addition. This is from the original building, but hardly 
‘original’ since it says “John Hinckley & Son, Hyannis.” John Hinckley (from whom 
we still buy lumber for our scenery) was founded about 100 years ago, so possibly 
about 1880 the building was undergoing a renovation. Probably the old square win- 
dows were being replaced by more fashionable Gothic ones. It was, | imagine, a ‘‘last 
dying gasp” of activity for the congregation. The abandonment must have come soon 
after. 

| have heard that by 1926 when Raymond Moore found it, the building had 
deteriorated and was scheduled for demolition when he bought it and moved it here 
— but that is another story and just about as poorly documented.

Provincetown is a ‘‘to-each-his-own” place — two streets wide, nearly four miles 
long and completely different from any other spot on earth. 

It is a fascinating melange of the old and the new, the bizarre and the traditional, 
the erotic and the exotic, the cosmopolitan and the insular. And almost all the other 
adjectives one could possibly dig off a spice shelf of words and use for seasoning. 

The town skirts the inner curve of Cape Cod Bay, with Long Point extending 
out like a sandy finger crooked around the hook that brings this famous spit of 
land to a final meeting with the sea. 

Behind the town, vast dunes reach ‘‘up back” to the Atlantic shore. They are 
interspersed with undulating moors, covered with hog cranberry blankets and 
sequestered birch forests. This whole outer area is known as the ‘‘Province Lands,”’ 
and is now a part of the Cape Cod National Seashore. 

Within the town itself, Commercial Street is the ‘‘main drag.”” In summer, it 
is almost a pedestrian street, when impatient drivers behind the wheels of crawling 


cars are left in littke doubt as to who has the right of way.

A Provincetown for Everyman 


(Continued) 


Commercial Street is lined with 
restaurants and souvenir shops, 
boutiques, small art galleries, antique 
shops, junk shops, jewelry shops, all 
kinds of shops. Some of them have sur- 
prisingly interesting merchandise to 
offer, but it takes time to seek it out. 

The old Town Hall, steepled and 
churchlike, dominates the center scene. 
Outside there are benches for sitting in 
the sun, for people-watching, for wait- 
ing for something to happen — and 
almost anything can happen in Prov- 
incetown. 

MacMillan Wharf juts off Commer- 
cial Street into the harbor and you can 
walk to the end and watch the fishing 
boats unloading their catches — masses 
of marine silver to be captured in the 
confines of a huge, modern truck which 
will speed on to the markets in Boston 
and New York. Fishing, for a long time, 
has been the town’s heart. 

Geologically this is a strange place; 
bedrock has never been found in Prov- 
incetown. Scientists say that this end of 
the Cape owes its underpinnings to the 
sea, having been left ‘‘as Father Nep- 
tune’s own sandpile’”’ more than 30,000 
years ago. 

The noted Puritan, Cotton Mather, 
visiting the end of the Cape, wrote, 
‘The good God has given these people 
to suck an abundance of the seas.’’ And 
this is true, for since the very beginning 
of the town the sea has been both a fac- 
tor and a force in Provincetown. There 
have been times when it has invaded 
the town, battering the breakwaters, 
smashing aginst the bulkheads, tearing 
at wharves and piers. 
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For hundreds of years there have 
been sailors landing in Provincetown — 
probably the Basques, first, the English, 
perhaps the Vikings, and most surely 
the Portuguese. Today more than 
eighty-five percent of the town’s popu- 
lation is Portuguese in descent to some 
extent, and Portuguese culture, Por- 
tuguese cuisine, play major parts. Try a 
bowl of Portuguese soup at one of the 
restaurants, or stop at a bakery for a loaf 
of fresh Portuguese bread. With some 
wine and cheese you then have the 
most classical of all picnics at hand — 
and there is no better one. 

Officially, Provincetown’s first set- 
tlement dates back to 1689 and, as 
might be expected, wasn’t much more 
than a cluster of fishing shacks. Later, 
the town boomed when people were 
attracted by the rich fishing grounds 
offshore. Salting down cod became a 
major industry. Cod from Provincetown 
was sent around the world. 

Another claim to fame is that the 
Mayflower first dropped anchor in 
America in Provincetown Harbor, in 
October 1620. Men from the ship’s 
company went ashore and found their 
first fresh water as well as a supply of 
Indian corn which they took on with 
them to Plymouth, and which sustained 
them, later, through the first hard New 
England winter there. 

With the turn of the twentieth cen- 
tury, a new means of transportation — 
the automobile — brought Province- 
town into added focus. Artists and writ- 
ers were already discovering it; now the 
tourists and the summer colonists came 
too, in ever-increasing numbers as years 
passed. 

Sometimes on a summer day it 
would seem as if there couldn't possibly 
be enough space at the tip of the Cape 
to hold everyone. Even so, Province- 
town has yet to sink. Some day perhaps 
it will. Geologists are gloomy about the 
future of this fragile Cape. But their dire 
predictions are of events to come many 
thousands of years in the future. 

More important to most of us is 
that bit of sybarism that is ours for the 
taking in the place we today call Prov- 
incetown.

The Top Ten 
Restaurants on the Cape 


Many times | have been asked to 
name the best restaurant on Cape Cod. 
This is almost an impossible task, for 
what is asked is a choice of one place 
out of more than 400 eating establish- 
ments on this peninsula that sits above 
all others. 

It is a question | could not answer 
meaningfully for it is asked subjectively 
and would have to be answered in the 
same light. For instance, if your idea of 
a good restaurant was one that served 
continental food and | named a place 
that specialized in New England sea- 
food, it would obviously not jibe with 
what you thought constituted the top 
restaurant. 

However, it is a little easier to pick a 
group of places, and so we will stick our 
neck out and do just that. 

What criteria do we use? 

No restaurant can achieve a top place 
unless the food is tops, for poor food 
cannot be rescued by good service or 
atmosphere. The menu must be inter- 
esting and diverse, presenting the diner 
with not only a good choice of entrees, 
but of appetizers and desserts as well. 


The service is important, too. Food 
must be presented attractively and 
promptly. (How many times has your 
dinner been spoiled by what seems a 
perpetual wait?) And those serving it 
must be attentive and skilled as well as 
knowledgeable of the food they serve. 

It is also important that each restau- 
rant have a decor that is attractive if not 
distinctive — it has to have an ‘‘aura”’ 
of its own. 

Finally, in arriving at our list of the 
‘Top Ten,” we consider the Cape in its 
entirety (east of the canal bridges). We 
feel that a list of the best should not all 
be in the same area for if you live in Fal- 
mouth you wouldn’t be too interested 
in eateries on the Lower Cape, etc., and 
so we do take some geographical 
license.

Our ‘‘Top Ten” restaurants choices 
follow, in alphabetical order. 

Bishop’s Terrace, West Harwich. This 
is probably one of the finest lobster 
restaurants on the Cape with as large a 
choice of various preparations of that 
seafood as you can find. The menu also 
offers diverse New England fare, how- 
ever, and all excellent. The garden 
room, just one of the Terrace’s dining 
areas, is a joy to dine in. 

Captain’s Table, Hyannis. Although it 
is part of the Hyannis Yacht Club, its 
dining membership fee is modest, so 
that anyone interested in first-rate food 
should know The Captain’s Table. Over- 
looking Lewis Bay, this busy place with 
nautical decor presents the best of New 
England fare as well as a few dishes of 
Continental influence. There’s always a 
spirit of good food and good times 
associated with the Captain’s Table. 

Chillingsworth, East Brewster. There 
is no more elegant restaurant on Cape 
Cod than this one. The French cuisine 
is impeccable, the menu interesting and

original. Your table is beautifully set 
with crystal and lovely china — only the 
“lace’’ place mats are a deception. Cos- 
tumed maids and ‘‘breeched” waiters 
anticipate your needs amid elegant 
18th-century French decor. 

Christopher Ryder House, Chatham 
Port. This is a big, showy place with 
many dining rooms and almost as many 
moods. The menu features both Euro- 
pean and New England dishes, and 
probably offers everything you have 
always liked! Your evening merely starts 
with dinner, for if you choose to go 
next door into the Opera House, you 
can enjoy a gala revue, presented 
nightly. 

Ciro and Sal’s, Provincetown. An 
Italian restaurant like this would be hard 
to duplicate anywhere.

Landfall offers a vari- 
ety of fresh native seafood prepared in 
many different ways and accompanied 
by fresh-baked Portuguese bread. 

Mediterranee, North Truro. This 
Lower Cape restaurant serves many 
Continental dishes unavailable  any- 
where else on Cape Cod. Many of them 
are superb as well as distinctive and 
present a hard choice for a lover of 
international delights. Appetizers and 
desserts are equally delicious. The quiet 
atmosphere is conducive to your savor- 
ing every morsel. 

These are my choices. You will note 
that there are only nine on my list of 
“Top Ten” best Cape restaurants. The 
final slot is left for you — to name your 
own favorite, which just must be 
included. With this group of ten fine 
eating places, you should indeed have 
a good appetite capable of easy satisfac- 
tion.
